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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Boozer does not teach 
"the association between the objects is imposed by the containment boundary," but rather that "the containment boundary is formed by 
specifying which object associations are involved." The security rules impose the containment boundary, which is created based on an 
association between two objects. Next, applicant argues that Boozer does not teach "an association class object." Figure 2, reference 
number 72 discloses an association between security rules, containment boundary, and objects. In summary, Boozer is cited for 
teaching the security associations between objects, not for any specific teaching about REA features of the independent claims. Boozer 
identifies associations between two objects in a model. 
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
